It is the policy of The Hornet 
to publish papers every week on 
|as much a self-supporting basis 
as possible which makes neces- 
sary heavy advertising. The edi- 
itorial staff would like to point 
‘out that the paper doubled its 
size last semester with no in- 
crease in budget and this is made 
possible by advertisers. The total 
|advertising space in last week's 
|Hornet was 178 inches—not 265, 
|and copy took up approximately 
145 inches. Although this is re- 
garded as somewhat heavy for 4 
student publication, the paper is 
not sustaining. The staff is hav- 
ing growing pains and if the trend 
to more advertising continues, 
The Hornet will go to eight pages 
next semester. The mast head 
| (staff names) is a necessary part 
of any publication and is required 
by law. It gives the address of 
the college as well as the names 
of staffers. Since staffers are not 
paid, this is the only means of 
recognition they receive, and the | 
mast head is a normal part of any 
college paper. 

The assertion that most of the 
|Stories are week-old is in error. 
A good portion of the content is 
“pre” material and the remainder 
took place the week of publica- 
|tion. To any weekly, events 
/which fall between one issue and 
‘the next is not week-old copy. As 
|to the comparison of college pa- 
|pers, The Hornet appeared to do 
|quite well in CIPA judging last 
Saturday.

As an Aviation Cadet you draw $109.20 a month pay. In 
addition, you get summer and winter uniforms, flight clothes, 
equipment, food, housing, medical and dental care and insurance 
_.. all free. After you are commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant you 
will be earning $5,300.00 a year—with unlimited opportunities 
for advancement. 


Are all Aviation Cadets trained to be Pilots? 


No. You can choose between becoming a Pilot or an Aircraft 
Observer. Men who choose the latter will become commissioned 
officers in Navigation, Bombardment, Radar Operation, or 
Aircraft Performance Engineering. 


Do Aircraft Observers get flying training, too?

You then advance gradually 
until you are flying such famous first-line aircraft as F-86 Sabre, 
F-89 Scorpion, B-47 Stratojet, B-50 Superfortress. Observer 
Cadets take flight instructions in the C-47 Dakota, the T-29 
Convair, and the TB-50 Superfortress before advancing to first- 
line aircraft such as the F-89 Scorpion, B-47 Stratojet. 


Will my commission be in the Regular Air Force or Reserve? 
Aviation Cadet graduates, both Pilots and Aircraft Observers, 
get Reserve commissions as 2nd Lieutenants and become eligible 
to apply for a regular Air Force Commission when they have 
completed 18 months of active duty. 


How long must | remain in Service? 

After graduation from the Aviation Cadet Program, you are 
tendered an indefinite appointment in the United States Air 
Force Reserve and are called to active duty with the United 
States Air Force for a period of three years. 


What recreation and leisure time will | have as a Cadet? 
Discipline will be rigid—especially for the first few weeks. 
However, it is not all work. You'll find swimming pools, handball 
courts, movies and other forms of recreation on the post. 


Where will | be stationed when I get my commission? 

You may be stationed anywhere in the world . . . Hawaii, Far 
East, Europe, Puerto Rico, elsewhere. During your tour of duty, 
you will be in close touch with the latest developments in new 
flying techniques. You will continue to build up your flying 
experience and later should have no difficulty securing a CAA 
commerciai pilot or navigator rating. 


Your future is assured if you can qualify! Here's what to do: 


1 Take a transcript of your college credits and a copy of your birth certificate to your nearest 
Air Force Base or Recruiting Station. Fill out the application they give you. 


If application is accepted, the Air Force will arrange for you to take a physical 


examination at government expense. 


3 Next, you will be given a written and manual aptitude test. 


4 If you pass your physical and other tests, you will be scheduled for an 
Aviation Cadet training class. The Selective Service Act allows you 
a four-month deferment while waiting class assignment.

Their pitching 
is good, and they'll have plenty of punch in Judnick, Thomas, 
Schmees, and Orteig; plus the fact that they have one of the 
PCL's finer managers in Bill Sweeney. Oakland rates second 
place on its strong pitching staff, with Brick Laws expected to 
maneuver more purse strings to strengthen his club in the in- 
field. They could use help at first, short, and behind the plate, 
but they possess a string of capable starting pitchers in Gettel, 
Hittle, Gregg, Bamburger, Dempsey, in addition to having a pair 
of capable firemen in Candini and Van Cyck. 

Hollywood is expected to receive some good material from Pitts- 
burgh, and so seems destined for the third slot, with the Portland 
Beavers rounding out first division. Portland, with the possible 
exception of the Oaks, has the best pitching staff in the PCL. 

Tommy Heath's Seals rate the fifth position because they have 
seemingly plugged up the infield difficulties that hampered them 
last year.
